GENERAL  INFORMATION 


HISTORY. 


The  Cedarville  College  was  chartered  with  full  power 
by  the  State  of  Ohio  in  January,  1887.  On  Wednesday, 
September  19,  1894,  the  College  opened  for  instruction  in 
the  mansion  formerly  owned  by  Rev.  Hugh  McMillan,  D.D., 
where  over  a  third  of  a  century  ago  he  conducted  an 
academy,  from  which  were  graduated  many  noted  per- 
sonages. The  accommodations  not  being  sufficient  for  the 
needs  of  the  growing  institution,  in  the  second  year  the 
present  building  was  erected  and  opened  on  the  site  pur- 
chased several  years  before.  Both  the  building  and  the 
campus  are  the  gifts  of  generous  friends.  Though  young, 
the  College  has  already  exerted  a  lasting  and  wide-felt 
influence.  Its  students  and  graduates  take  high  rank  in 
seminaries,  universities,  and  other  advanced  schools  of  train- 
ing. Many  of  them  are  worthily  filling  positions  of  power 
and  influence  in  America  and  foreign  lands.  The  College 
includes :  the  Collegiate,  the  Engineering,  the  Preparatory, 
the  Musical,  the  Oratorical,  and  the  Teachers'  Departments.

ENDOWMENT  AND   INCOME 


GIBSON    FUND. 

The  Cedarville  College  had  its  practical  origin  through 
the  liberality  of  William  Gibson,  Esq.,  of  Cincinnati,  who 
bequeathed  $25,000  for  the  endowment  fund  of  a  college 
to  be  erected  at  Cedarville,  Ohio,  in  memory  of  his  father, 
Peter  Gibson,  for  many  years  a  prominent  member  and 
ruling  elder  of  the  First  Reformed  Presbyterian  congrega- 
tion of  Cincinnati. 

COOPER   FUND. 

By  the  will  of  the  late  Robert  M.  Cooper,  a  ruling  elder 
in  the  Cedarville  Reformed  Presbyterian  congregation,  the 
College,  in  the  Fall  of  1903,  came  into  possession  of  two* 
thirds  of  his  farm,  valued  at  $6,000. 

HARPER   FUND. 

Mr.  G.  W.  Harper  and  wife,  of  Cedarville,  generously 
gave  $5,000  for  the  founding  and  maintenance  of  a  chair 
in  Sociology  and  Economics,  provided  the  friends  of  the 
College  raise  an  additional  $5,000.  This  fund  was  raised, 
and  instruction  began  in  September,  1907. 

JAMES   LYONS   FUND. 

The  College  is  gratefully  indebted  to  Mr.  John  R.  Lyons, 
of  Marissa,  Illinois,  who  gave  $500  to  be  funded  as  a 
memorial  to  his  son,  James  Lyons,  who  gave  his  life  as  a 
sacrifice  to  his  country  during  the  Civil  War.

THE    McLEOD    MEMORIAL    FUND. 

In  the  articles  of  union  of  the  Twelfth  Street  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Church  with  the  Scotch  Presbyterian  Church, 
New  York  City,  provision  was  made  by  the  trustees  of  the 
united  congregation  to  pay  to  Cedarville  College  the  interest 
on  $5,000  on  May  14th  and  November  14th,  each  year,  from 
the  McLeod  Memorial  Fund,  in  memory  of  Drs.  Alexander 
McLeod  and  John  Neil  McLeod,  father  and  son,  distin- 
guished ministers  of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church, 
whose  combined  pastorates  of  the  Twelfth  Street  New  York 
congregation  covered  the  period  from  1801  to  1874. 

The  Presbytery  of  New  York  and  Vermont  also  donated 
$2,000  to  the  College  to  the  same  revered  memory. 

INCOME. 

The  income  of  the  College  consists  of  the  interest  from 
its  endowment,  voluntary  subscriptions  and  offerings  from 
friends,  collections  from  the  different  congregations  under 
the  care  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  the  tuition  of  the  students.  The  College  needs 
and  should  now  have  $75,000  to  do  all  that  it  should  do  for 
its  patrons. 

LOCATION   OF  CEDARVILLE. 

Cedarville,  Ohio,  the  seat  of  Cedarville  College,  is  located 
on  the  Pittsburg,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  &  St.  Louis  Railway 
(the  Little  Miami  division).  It  has  direct  communication 
by  telegraph,  telephone  and  railroad  with  Xenia,  eight  miles 
southwest ;  Springfield,  twelve  miles  north ;  London,  twenty- 
two  miles  northeast ;  Columbus,  forty-seven  miles  northeast,

and  Cincinnati,  seventy-three  miles  southwest.  It  is  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  Miami  Valley,  and  is  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  and  healthful  locations  in  Ohio.  The  country  lying 
about  Cedarville  is  level,  fertile,  improved,  and  in  every  way 
suited  for  a  pleasant  residence.  Any  who  have  children  to

BUILDINGS, 


COLLEGE   HALL. 

The  erection  of  the  new  College  building  was  begun  in 
the  Spring  of  1895,  and  completed  late  in  the  Autumn  of 
the  same  year.  The  corner-stone  was  laid  with  impressive 
services  June  25,  1895,  and  the  dedication  took  place  during 
the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  in  May,  1896.  The  build- 
ing stands  in  a  campus  of  nine  acres,  containing  about  three 
hundred  trees  and  all  beautifully  located  on  the  main  street, 
north  end  of  Cedarville.  It  is  a  handsome  edifice  of  pressed 
brick  and  cut  stone.  On  the  first  floor  are  the  chapel,  the 
president's  office,  class  rooms  for  music,  German,  mathe- 
matics, and  the  main  and  side  entrance  corridors.  On  the 
second  floor  are  a  waiting  room,  the  Greek  and  Latin,  sci- 
ence, English,  economics  recitation  rooms  and  the  physical 
and  chemical  laboratories.  Two  large  society  halls  occupy 
the  entire  third  floor.  Two  wide  and  gently  ascending  stair- 
ways, one  on  each  side  of  the  building,  lead  from  the  base- 
ment to  the  third  story.  The  building  is  lighted  with  natural 
gas  and  electricity,  and  heated  by  furnaces.  There  are  en- 
trances from  each  of  the  four  sides.  Standing  in  the  center 
of  the  campus  on  the  highest  site  in  Cedarville,  the  building 
presents  an  attractive  and  imposing  appearance. 

ALFORD  MEMORIAL  GYMNASIUM. 

During  the  holiday  season  of  1902,  Mr.  W.  J.  Alford 
presented  to  the  College  the  church  building  and  beautiful 
grounds,  formerly  the  property  of  the  Reformed  Presby- 
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CBDARVILLB  COLLEGE, 


terian  congregation,  (General  Synod).  This  building  was 
given  by  the  donor  as  a  gymnasium  and  for  a  memorial  of 
his  parents,  Rev.  John  Alford  and  Mrs.  Mary  B.  Alford,  of 
Beaver  Falls,  Pa.  The  hall  has  been  named  the  "Alford 
Memorial. "  It  is  seventy  feet  long  and  fifty  feet  wide, 
provided  with  dressing  rooms  and  shower  baths,  and  fur- 
nishes an  excellent  place  for  a  gymnasium.  We  are  under 
lasting  gratitude  to  Mr.  W.  J.  Alford  for  his  timely,  needed 
and  historic  gift. 

THE  CARNEGIE  LIBRARY. 

In  December,  1905,  Mr.  Carnegie  generously  donated 
$12,000  to  erect  a  library  building  for  Cedarville  College  on 
condition  that  a  like  amount  be  added  to  the  College  endow- 
ment fund.  This  condition  was  fully  met,  and  the  building 
of  brick  and  cut  stone  was  completed  and  entered  during  the 
summer  of  1908.  The  building  is  seventy-two  feet  in  length 
and  forty-five  feet  in  width,  and  contains  all  the  modern 
library  equipment  with  a  capacity  for  17,000  volumes.  The 
village  and  College  libraries  have  been  combined,  and  new 
volumes  are  being  added  as  needed,  while  the  leading  peri- 
odicals are  kept  on  the  reading  tables,  all  under  the  charge 
of  an  efficient  librarian. 

MUSEUM. 

A  number  of  valuable  curiosities  from  the  different  por- 
tions of  this  country,  Europe,  and  Asia  have  been  collected 
and  form  a  nucleus  for  a  museum.  Persons  having  in  their 
possession  curios  of  animal  or  geological  formation  are 
hereby  earnestly  requested  to  contribute  them  to  the  College 
museum,  and  thus  help  us  to  the  completion  of  our  collection.

SOCIAL  AND   RELIGIOUS   LIFE 


LECTURES   AND   ENTERTAINMENTS. 

A  lecture  course  is  maintained  under  the  control  of 
different  Cedarville  organizations.  The  best  talent  of  our 
country  and  of  foreign  lands  is  secured.  The  course  is 
very  popular,  and  it  will  be  the  aim  to  make  it  better  each 
season.  The  students,  therefore,  have  opportunity  to  hear 
the  best  public  speakers  and  entertainers  of  the  day.  In 
addition,  chapel  lectures  are  given  every  Monday  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Faculty  and  others. 

ATHLETICS. 

Athletic  exercises  are  encouraged  by  the  Faculty  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  They  are  under  the  personal  super- 
vision of  the  President  and  the  Director  of  Athletics.  On 
the  college  campus  there  are  tennis  courts,  baseball  and 
football  grounds.  Several  basketball  clubs  representing 
both  sexes  are  organized  from  year  to  year.  They  conduct 
their  games  in  the  Alford  Memorial  Gymnasium.  An  Ath- 
letic Association,  formed  by  the  students,  helps  to  stimulate 
field  sports.  Students  deficient  in  their  studies  will  not  be 
permitted  to  participate  in  intercollegiate  games. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

The  Philadelphian  Society  was  organized  in  the  Fall  of 
1894,  and  the  Philosophic  during  the  Fall  of  1895.  Both 
societies  have  been  making  successful  progress.  They 
occupy  two  large,  well  furnished  halls  in  the  third  story  of 
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CBDARVILLB  COLLEGE. 


College  Hall.  These  societies  are  under  the  control  of  the 
students.  Thus  having  the  management  in  their  own 
hands,  they  tend  to  develop  originality  and  independence 
of  thought  and  action.  During  the  past  few  years  the 
societies  have  beautified  their  halls  at  the  expense  of  sev- 
eral hundred  dollars.  Literary  exercises  are  required  of  the 
students. 

ALFORD   PRIZES. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Rev.  John  Alford,  D.D.,  of 
Beaver  Falls,  Pa.,  a  prize  of  ten  dollars  is  offered  each 
semester  to  the  literary  society  obtaining  the  greatest  aver- 
age of  accredited  points  in  literary  work. 

BIBLE   READING  CONTEST. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Rev.  John  Alford,  D.D., 
Beaver  Falls,  Pa.,  and  Mr.  George  Nevin,  Marissa,  111.,  a 
Bible  reading  contest  was  started  in  1907.  From  fifteen  to 
twenty  students  generally  participate  in  this  contest. 

INTERCOLLEGIATE   DEBATES. 

At  least  one  debate  is  held  each  year  between  Cedarville 
and  some  other  college.  During  recent  years,  such  contests 
have  been  held  with  Wilmington  and  Muskingum  Colleges. 
In  1909  a  girls'  debate  with  Muskingum,  believed  to  be  the 
first  girls'  intercollegiate  debate  on  record,  resulted  in  a 
victory  for  Cedarville. 

ORATORICAL    ASSOCIATION. 

Cedarville  College  is  a  member  of  the  Ohio  Intercol- 
legiate Oratorical  Association,  which,  in  turn,  is  a  division 
of  the  Interstate  Association,  including  eleven  of  the  leading 
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States  of  the  Middle  West.  A  preliminary  oratorical  contest 
is  held  during  the  first  term  of  each  year,  the  winner  repre- 
senting the  College  in  the  State  contest.  The  winner  of  the 
latter  represents  the  State  of  Ohio  in  the  interstate  contest. 
This  association  with  which  the  College  is  connected  is  the 
oldest  and  largest  oratorical  association  in  the  United  States, 
many  of  the  eminent  statesmen  and  orators  of  the  day 
having  received  much  of  their  early  training  in  its  contests. 

ORATORICAL  CONTESTS. 

In  addition  to  the  preliminary  contest  to  choose  the  rep- 
resentative for  the  State  contest,  two  other  oratorical  con- 
tests, one  for  ladies,  near  the  close  of  the  first  semester, 
and  one  for  men,  near  the  close  of  the  second  semester,  are 
held,  prizes  being  given  to  the  winners  of  first  and  second 
places. 

THE   GAVEL  CLUB. 

The  Gavel  Club  was  organized  in  November,  1905,  with 
the  avowed  object  of  furnishing  training  to  its  members  in 
"the  technic  of  conducting  public  meetings. "  This  was  in 
answer  to  a  long- felt  want  on  the  part  of  the  college  men, 
who  upon  graduation  find  themselves  in  positions  requiring 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  parliamentary  law.  The  work  of 
the  club  since  organization  has  been  most  instructive.  Ques- 
tions of  public  policy  are  discussed,  furnishing  fine  training 
in  extemporaneous  speaking,  as  well  as  in  the  various  ques- 
tions of  parliamentary  law. 

THE  GAVELYTE. 

The  Gavelyte  is  a  monthly  magazine  reflecting  the 
thought  and  life  of  the  College.    The  first  number  appeared 
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in  January,  1906.  It  has  increased  in  size  and  interest  with 
rich  issue  and  has  already  become  an  important  factor  in 
student  activities.  Edited  and  managed,  as  it  is,  by  the 
students  themselves,  it  is  typically  representative  of  their 
interests  and  motives. 

RELIGIOUS  ADVANTAGES. 

There  are  four  flourishing  churches  in  town :  Methodist 
Episcopal,  United  Presbyterian,  Reformed  Presbyterian 
(Synod),  Reformed  Presbyterian  (General  Synod).  Each 
of  these  churches  maintains  a  young  people's  prayer  meet- 
ing once  a  week.  Ninety-seven  per  cent,  of  the  students  in 
attendance  this  year  are  professed  Christians.  All  students 
are  required  to  attend  the  church  designated  by  their  parents, 
who  are  requested  to  send  their  written  wishes  as  to  what 
church  their  children  shall  attend.  We  welcome  students  of 
all  Christian  denominations.  The  enticements  to  sin,  so 
numerous  in  large  cities  and  overcrowded  colleges,  are  not 
found  here. 

STUDENTS'   MINISTERIAL   CLUB. 

During  the  Fall  term  of  1906,  the  Students'  Ministerial 
Club  was  organized.  It  is  composed  of  students  who  have 
the  gospel  ministry  in  view.  Its  purpose  is  mutual  helpful- 
ness by  word  and  example,  to  interest  others  in  taking  up 
the  ministry,  to  do  personal  work  both  in  the  College  and 
town,  and  to  organize  like  clubs  in  other  colleges.  It  meets 
in  a  business  and  devotional  capacity  once  each  month. 

YOUNG    MEN'S    CHRISTIAN    ASSOCIATION. 

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  of  Cedarville  College  was  organized 
March  12,  1907.     Like  all  similar  societies  it  extends  the 
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helping  hand  physically,  intellectually,  morally,  and  spirit- 
ually to  all  the  young  men,  thereby  aiming  to  develop  the 
whole  man  in  the  truest  and  best  sense.  Its  devotional  and 
business  meetings  are  held  every  week. 

Bible  and  Mission  Study. 

Bible  and  mission  study  classes,  organized  and  controlled 
by  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  are  conducted  by  competent  teachers. 
They  meet  once  a  week  and  arouse  new  interest  in  the 
progress  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  in  the  past  and  in  the 
present. 

YOUNG   WOMEN'S   CHRISTIAN    ASSOCIATION. 

The  Y.  W.  C.  A.  of  Cedarville  College  was  organized 
in  1909.  It  maintains  all  of  those  characteristic  activities 
which  have  made  this  organization  such  a  power  for  good 
among  the  college  girls  of  America.  Devotional  and  busi- 
ness meetings  are  held  once  a  week. 
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SPECIAL   RULES  AND  STATEMENTS. 


i.  No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  take  work  amounting 
to  more  than  twenty-four  credits  in  any  semester,  and  no 
student,  the  average  of  whose  grades  for  the  preceding  se- 
mester is  less  than  90  per  cent.,  shall  be  allowed  to  take 
work  amounting  to  more  than  twenty-one  credits. 

2.  No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  discontinue  any  study 
without  express  permission  from  the  President. 

3.  Payment  of  dues  shall  be  made  the  first  day.  No 
student  will  be  enrolled  in  any  class  or  recognized  in  any 
recitation  until  he  pays  his  dues  or  makes  satisfactory 
arrangements  with  the  Treasurer  for  them. 

4.  All  students  are  required  to  be  punctual  and  reg- 
ular in  their  attendance  at  chapel,  recitations,  and  all  other 
exercises  of  the  College. 

5.  Students  are  graded  daily  on  recitations,  punctuality, 
and  general  deportment.  Unannounced  tests  are  given  from 
time  to  time  in  studies  pursued  during  the  semester.  Stu- 
dents who  fail  to  obtain  an  average  grade  of  sixty-five  per 
cent,  in  recitations  and  tests  in  any  study  will  be  required 
to  take  the  subject  over  in  class  to  secure  credit. 

6.  Punishment  for  violation  of  College  law,  abuse  of 
privileges,  trespassing,  or  destruction  of  property,  shall  be 
inflicted  as  the  case  may  require,  by  admonition,  suspension, 
dismission,  or  expulsion. 

7.  Punctual  attendance  is  required  on  the  first  day. 
Failure   to  be  present   results   seriously  to   class   standing. 
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New  students  are  requested  to  present  themselves,  if  pos- 
sible, at  least  one  day  before  the  opening  of  the  term. 

8.  At  the  close  of  each  semester,  statements  with  refer- 
ence to  the  students'  standing  in  classes,  scholarship,  attend- 
ance, and  deportment  will  be  forwarded  for  examination  to 
the  parents  or  guardians. 

9.  As  many  justifiable  absences  will  be  allowed  each 
semester  in  any  subject  as  the  number  of  hours  it  recites  a 
week. 

10.  All  students  are  required  to  become  active  members 
of  the  literary  societies,  and  each  student  must  receive  sixty- 
five  credits  a  semester  in  order  to  secure  credits  in  class 
work. 

REQUIREMENTS   FOR  ADMISSION. 

Any  one  who  desires  to  enter  any  of  the  departments  of 
Cedarville  College  should  read  carefully  the  Special  Rules 
and  Statements,  should  examine  the  Courses  of  Study  and 
Departments  of  Instruction  and  the  following  statements. 

MATRICULATION. 

I.  Any  person  of  good  character  may  be  matriculated 
as  a  student  of  Cedarville  College  on  the  following  con- 
ditions : 

1.  Payment  of  tuition  and  contingent  fees,  or  satis- 
factory arrangements  for  the  same,  for  which  a  receipt  or 
certificate  properly  signed  by  the  Registrar  or  Treasurer 
will  be  sufficient. 

2.  The  prospective  student  shall  register  his  name  with 
the  name  and  address  of  a  parent  or  responsible  reference 
under  the  following  pledge : 
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"  I  do  hereby  subscribe  myself  a  student  of  Cedarville  College, 
and  furthermore  solemnly  promise  that,  while  I  am  a  student  in  this 
College,  I  will  be  diligent  in  study,  punctual  in  attendance  upon  reci- 
tations and  chapel,  strictly  moral  in  language  and  conduct,  respectful 
to  officers  and  teachers  of  the  College,  and  I  will  faithfully  conform 
to  all  College  requirements,  obey  all  College  laws,  and  in  all  ways 
maintain  strict  College  decorum." 

AGE. 

II.  As  a  general  rule,  no  student  will  be  admitted  to 
the  Freshman  Class  unless  fifteen  years  of  age ;  nor  will  any 
one  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing  without  correspond- 
ing increase  of  age.  Under  this  rule,  students  should  be 
at  least  eleven  years  of  age  for  admission  to  the  First  Pre- 
paratory year. 

CO-EDUCATION. 

III.  Experience  has  proved  that  the  sexes  should  be 
educated  together.  It  tends  to  higher  culture,  more  refined 
taste,  and  better  order  than  where  this  practice  is  not  fol- 
lowed. Accordingly,  both  sexes  are  admitted  under  the 
rule  adopted  in  1894. 

ENROLLMENT  AND  CERTIFICATES. 

IV.  An  applicant  for  admission  to  the  Preparatory  De- 
partment or  to  the  Collegiate  Department  shall  file  with  the 
President  of  the  College  on  or  before  the  opening  day  of 
the  first  semester,  September  14,  19 10,  a  certificate  from  his 
or  her  principal  instructor,  containing  a  definite  statement 
of  subjects  upon  which  a  successful  examination  has  been 
passed. 

V.  Students  having  regular  High  School  diplomas  or 
Academic  diplomas  or  equivalents  should  also  present  the 
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same.  High  School  and  Academic  grades  will  be  received 
only  for  the  Preparatory  Department  and  from  such  insti- 
tutions as  are  approved  by  the  Faculty  as  a  committee  of 
the  whole. 

VI.  Students  may  be  admitted  to  classes  above  the 
Freshman  on  the  certificate  of  honorable  dismissal  from 
colleges  of  like  standing  with  this.  Admission  to  any  class 
upon  certificate  is  tentative  until  the  student  passes  the  first 
examinations. 

VII.  Every  candidate,  before  admission,  shall  present  a 
certificate  of  good  moral  character  from  his  last  teacher,  or 
from  some  citizen  in  good  standing;  or  if  studying  with  a 
view  to  the  ministry,  from  the  proper  ecclesiastical  author- 
ity; and  students  from  other  colleges  should  bring  certifi- 
cates of  honorable  dismissal  from  these  colleges. 

VIII.  Students  unable  to  be  present  at  the  opening  may 
be  admitted  at  any  time  during  the  semester,  but  they  will  be 
conditioned  to  make  up  what  the  class  which  they  enter  may 
have  studied  in  the  part  of  the  year  just  expired. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

IX.  Applicants  for  admission  who  have  no  diplomas  or 
certificates  will  be  required  to  pass  satisfactory  examinations 
during  the  one  day  preceding  the  opening  of  each  semester, 
provided  they  are  candidates  for  degrees.  But  no  student 
will  receive  a  degree  until  he  shall  have  completed  the  course, 
or  furnished  an  equivalent   for  every  study  in  the  course. 

X.  Students  desiring  to  matriculate  in  any  class  must 
present  satisfactory  statements  for,  or  pass  entrance  exami- 
nations in,  all  studies  previously  pursued  by  the  class. 

XI.  Candidates  for  the  Freshman  Class  are  especially 
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requested  to  examine  the  Preparatory  Department;  and,  if 
they  are  lacking  in  any  studies,  to  exert  all  efforts  to  make 
them  up  before  entering  the  Freshman  Class,  otherwise  they 
will  be  conditioned  at  their  own  inconvenience. 

XII.  No  student  will  be  conditioned  in  more  than  two 
regular  studies  running  throughout  the  year.  Students  de- 
siring to  enter  the  Senior  Collegiate  Class  wall  not  be  admit- 
ted with  conditions. 

XIII.  Applicants  for  admission  to  the  First  Prepar- 
atory year  will  be  examined  in  the  following  subjects  prior 
to  entering: 

Reading,  Geography,  U.  S.  History,  Physiology,  Penman- 
ship, Drawing,  Orthography,  Arithmetic,  English  Grammar. 

Patterson  certificates  or  satisfactory  grades  from  public 
schools  will  excuse  an  applicant  from  examinations  in  above 
subjects. 

XIV.  Applicants  for  admission  to  any  class  above  the 
First  Preparatory  shall,  in  addition  to  the  above,  either  pre- 
sent satisfactory  grades  or  certificates  or  pass  examinations 
in  all  subjects  already  pursued  by  the  class  which  they  desire 
to  enter. 

XV.  Students  desiring  to  pursue  one  or  more  subjects 
less  than  a  full  course  shall  matriculate,  and  then  attend  such 
course  as  the  Faculty  advise,  but  they  will  not  be  regarded 
as  candidates  for  degrees. 

XVI.  Students  who  wish  to  pursue  studies  in  Oratory 
or  Music  as  well  as  in  the  College,  but  who  are  not  study- 
ing for  a  degree,  may  select  their  own  studies,  subject  to 
the  schedule  of  the  semester  and  the  approval  of  the  Presi- 
dent. They  will,  however,  be  charged  the  regular  rates  of 
the  departments  in  which  they  are  classified. 
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COLLEGIATE   DEPARTMENT 


COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

Four  courses  of  study  are  offered  in  the  Collegiate  De- 
partment, the  Classical,  the  Philosophical,  the  Scientific, 
and  the  Literary.  The  Classical  Course  emphasizes  Latin 
and  Greek;  the  Philosophical,  Latin,  German,  and  Philos- 
ophy; the  Scientific,  German,  French,  mathematics,  and 
natural  science;  the  Literary,  German,  French,  and  English. 
The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  (A.B.)  is  conferred  upon 
students  completing  any  one  of  these  courses. 

REQUIREMENTS   FOR  ADMISSION. 

Graduates  of  the  Preparatory  Department  of  Cedarville 
College  will  be  admitted  to  the  rank  of  Freshman  in  the 
Collegiate  Department  without  examination.  Graduates  of 
approved  high  schools  and  other  institutions  offering  pre- 
paratory work  to  the  amount  of  16  units  will  be  admitted 
without  conditions  to  the  Freshman  Class. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  any  of  the  courses  must 
present  4  units  in  Latin,  4  in  mathematics,  3  in  English,  1 
in  history,  1  in  natural  science,  and  1  selected  from  English, 
history,  civics,  modern  languages  or  science. 

Candidates  for  the  Classical  Course  must,  in  addition, 
present  2  units  in  Greek. 

Candidates  for  the  Philosophical  Course  must  present  2 
units  in  German. 
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Candidates  for  the  Scientific  and  Literary  Courses  must 
present  2  units  in  either  Greek,  German,  French,  or  2  units 
in  English,  history,  civics  or  science. 

DEFINITION    OF   UNIT. 

A  unit  consists  of  five  hours'  work  per  week  in  a  given 
subject  throughout  one  year. 

CREDITS   REQUIRED   FOR   CLASSIFICATION. 

No  one  shall  be  classed  as  a  Freshman  who  is  con- 
ditioned in  more  than  2  units  in  the  Preparatory  Depart- 
ment. Full  Freshman  standing  requires  the  completion  of 
16  units  in  preparatory  work. 

No  one  shall  be  classed  as  a  Sophomore  who  has  not 
completed  30  collegiate  credits.  Full  Sophomore  standing 
requires  the  completion  of  40  credits. 

No  one  shall  be  classed  as  a  Junior  who  has  not  com- 
pleted 67  collegiate  credits.  Full  Junior  standing  requires 
76  credits. 

No  one  shall  be  classed  as  a  Senior  who  has  not  com- 
pleted 103  credits.     Full  Senior  standing  requires  112  credits. 

REQUIREMENTS   FOR  GRADUATION. 

In  each  course  the  requirement  for  graduation  is  142 
credits. 

DEFINITION   OF  CREDIT. 

A  credit  is  one  recitation  a  week  for  one  semester.  A 
student  completing  20  hours  of  collegiate  work  a  week  for 
a  semester  receives  20  credits,  and  if  such  work  is  continued 
for  a  year  he  receives  40  credits. 
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REQUIREMENTS   FOR  THE   MASTER'S   DEGREE. 

The  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  (A.M.)  will  be  conferred 
upon  candidates  holding  the  Bachelor's  degree  either  from 
Cedarville  College  or  any  other  approved  institution.  The 
candidates  shall  complete  one  year's  residence  work  amount- 
ing to  twenty-four  credits  to  be  elected  from  courses  not 
previously  taken  for  the  Bachelor's  degree.  Work  in  music 
and  oratory  will  not  be  credited  toward  the  Master's  degree. 

The  subject  for  the  Master's  thesis  must  be  chosen  and 
approved  by  February  ist.  A  typewritten  copy  of  the  thesis 
must  be  submitted  and  accepted  by  May  ist  before  the  can- 
didate will  be  recommended  for  the  degree.

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ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT 


SCOPE   OF  THE   WORK. 

To  meet  the  needs  of  those  who  are  preparing  for  civil, 
mechanical,  mining,  chemical,  and  sanitary  engineering,  a 
two  years'  course  is  offered,  giving  the  work  usually  re- 
quired during  the  first  two  years  in  the  best  schools  of  engin- 
eering.    After  finishing  the  two  years'  engineering  course, 
students,  if  they  desire  to  do  so,  can  complete  the  Scientific 
Course  in  the  Collegiate  Department  in  two  years,  and  thus 
obtain  the   Bachelor  of  Arts    (A.B.)    degree,  as  all  work- 
taken  in  the  Engineering  Course  will  be  given   collegiate 
credit.     Or  a  certificate  will  be  given  upon  the  completion 
of  the  two  years'  course,  showing  the  amount  and  quality 
of  work  done,  and  thus  obtaining  for  the  student  admission 
to  advanced  standing  in  engineering  schools. 

Students  preparing  for  admission  to  advanced  standing 
in  particular  engineering  schools  may  select  such  studies 
from  the  Engineering  Course  or  from  any  of  the  Collegiate 
or  Preparatory  Courses  as  will  meet  their  individual  needs, 
and  a  certificate  showing  the  nature  and  extent  of  the 
courses  pursued  will  be  given. 
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REQUIREMENTS   FOR   ADMISSION.

Graduates  of  the  Preparatory  Department  of  Cedarville 

College  will  be  admitted  to  the  rank  of  Freshman  in  the 
Engineering  Department  without  examination.  Graduates 
of  approved  high  schools  and  other  institutions  offering  pre- 
paratory work  to  the  amount  of  16  units  will  be  admitted 
without  conditions  to  the  Freshman  Class. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Engineering  Course 
must  present  2  units  in  Latin,  4  in  Mathematics,  3  in  Eng- 
lish, 1  in  History,  1  in  Natural  Science,  1  selected  from 
English,  History,  Civics,  Modern  Languages,  or  Science, 
and  4  additional  units  in  either  Latin,  German  or  French, 

Students  preparing  for  admission  to  particular  engi- 
neering schools  will  be  admitted  to  any  of  the  courses  of 
the  Engineering  Department  for  which  they  are  prepared, 
whether  they  have  completed  the  required  number  of  units 
for  full  Freshman  rank  or  not,  and  will  be  given  a  certifi- 
cate showing  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  work  done,  but 
will  not  be  certified  as  having  completed  the  Engineering 
Course,  nor  be  given  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  until  they 
have  completed  the  required  number  of  preparatory  units. 

Definition  of  Unit. 

A  unit  consists  of  five  hours'  work  per  week  in  a  given 
subject  throughout  one  year.

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TEACHERS'   DEPARTMENT. 


In  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  who,  expecting  to 
enter  upon  the  profession  of  teaching,  desire  special  train- 
ing along  the  lines  of  their  chosen  work  and  of  teachers 
who  wish  to  prepare  themselves  for  advancement,  a  Teach- 
ers' Course  has  been  arranged.  This  course  embraces,  first, 
a  systematic  review  of  the  common  branches;  second,  such 
advanced  work  in  physics,  botany,  physiology,  civics,  rhet- 
oric, literature,  and  sociology  as  will  be  found  especially 
useful  to  teachers ;  and,  third,  work  along  professional  lines 
in  psychology,  pedagogy,  and  the  history  of  education.  The 
course  has  been  arranged  throughout  with  a  view  to  its  prac- 
tical helpfulness.  It  extends  through  two  years,  and  a 
diploma  is  given  upon  its  completion. 

Students  may  substitute  for  any  of  the  studies  in  the 
Teachers'  Course  any  subjects  from  the  Collegiate  and  Pre- 
paratory Departments  which  are  deemed  equivalent  by  the 
Faculty.  All  subjects  pursued  in  this  department,  except 
preparatory  studies,  will  be  credited  toward  a  collegiate 
degree,  in  case  the  student  eventually  decides  to  take  the 
regular  collegiate  course.  Students  in  the  Teachers1  Course 
have  the  use  of  the  library  and  gymnasium,  and  are  entitled 
to  the  same  privileges  as  other  students.

i.  Natural  Theology  and  Christian  Evidences — A  thorough 
study  is  made  of  both  subjects.  The  texts  are  Alexander  and 
Valentine.  Required  of  all  Seniors  in  the  Collegiate  Department. 
Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester. 

ASTRONOMY. 

Professor  Morgan. 

2.  General  Astronomy — The  course  is  descriptive,  and  deals 
with  planets  and  their  movements,  the  sun,  meteors,  comets,  and 
other  heavenly  bodies.  The  text  is  Young's  Manual.  Required  of 
Seniors  in  the  Scientific  Course.  Elective  for  Sophomores,  Juniors, 
and  Seniors  in  the  other  courses.     Three  hours  a  week,  -first  semester. 

BIBLE. 

Professors  McChesney  and  Taylor. 

3.  Old  Testament — Patriarchal  and  Hebrew  history,  the  He- 
brew kingdoms,  poets  and  prophets  are  the  subjects  of  study.  The 
text  is  Steele's  Outlines.  Required  of  all  Sophomores  in  the  Col- 
legiate Department.     Three  hours  a  week,  first  semester. 

4.  New  Testament — The  life  of  Christ  and  the  propagation  of 
the  Gospel  comprise  the  course.  The  text  is  Steele's  Outlines.  Re- 
quired of  all  Sophomores  in  the  Collegiate  Department.  Three 
hours  a  week,  second  semester. 

5.  Elective  Bible — Considerable  advanced  work  in  Bible  is 
offered  in  courses  to  be  agreed  upon  between  the  classes  and  the 
professor.  Elective  for  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors.  One 
hour  a  zveek  throughout  the  year. 
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BIOLOGY. 

Professors  Palmer  and  Lanning,  and  Miss  Allen. 

6.  Elementary — This  is  a  course  in  physiology,  geology,  and 
botany.  The  text  is  Bailey  and  Coleman.  Required  in  the  fourth 
year  of  the  Preparatory  Course,  and  in  the  Teachers'  Course,  first 
year.    Five  hours  a  week,  second  semester. 

7.  General  Biology — This  course  embraces  a  study  of  the 
anatomy  and  life  history  of  typical  animals  and  plants  to  illustrate 
the  fundamental  laws  of  the  science.  The  subject  is  presented  in 
lectures,  recitations,  and  laboratory  work.  The  text  is  Linville  and 
Kelly's.  Required  of  Juniors  in  the  Collegiate  Department.  Thre* 
hours  a  week,  first  semester. 

8.  Botany — This  course  includes  a  study  of  the  various  plant 
groups  and  of  the  organs  and  tissues  and  physiology  of  plants. 
Laboratory  and  field  work  is  required.  The  text  is  Bergen's  Prin- 
ciples. Required  of  Juniors  in  the  Collegiate  Department.  Three 
hours  a  week,  second  semester. 

CHEMISTRY. 

Professors  Palmer  and  Lanning. 
9.  General  Chemistry — The  course  forms  an  introduction  to 
the  science,  consisting  of  a  study  of  the  various  elements  and  their 
compounds  as  to  their  occurrence,  preparation,  properties,  and  use. 
The  text  is  McPherson  and  Henderson's.  Required  of  Freshmen. 
Four  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year. 

10.  Qualitative  Analysis — This  course  consists  of  a  study  of 
metals  and  acids  and  the  tests  for  each,  followed  by  practical  work 
on  salts,  alloys,  and  other  common  substances.  The  text  is  Noyes' 
Qualitative  Analysis.  Required  of  Juniors  in  the  Scientific  Course 
and  of  Sophomores  in  the  Engineering  Course.  Elective  for  all 
others  who  have  completed  General  Chemistry.  Three  hours  a  week 
throughout  the  year. 

11.  Quantitative  Analysis — This  course  consists  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  gravimetric  and  volumetric  analysis,  with  practical  work  in 
ores,  limestone,  fertilizers,  and  technical  products.  The  text  is 
Foulk's  Quantitative  Analysis.  Elective  for  all  who  have  completed 
Qualitative  Analysis.     Three  hours  a  zveek  throughout  the  year. 
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DRAWING.

12.  Mechanical — Mechanical  Drawing  and  Descriptive  Geom- 
etry comprise  the  work.  Required  of  Freshmen  in  the  Engineering 
Course.  Elective  for  others.  Four  hours  a  week  throughout  the 
year. 

ECONOMICS. 

Professor  Allen. 

13.  Principles  of  Economics — Production,  exchange,  distribu- 
tion, and  consumption  are  taken  up,  and  such  subjects  as  labor,  cap- 
ital, association,  money,  credit,  commerce,  collectivism,  cooperation, 
wages,  interest,  and  profits  are  carefully  considered.  The  text  is 
Gide.  Required  of  Seniors  in  the  Collegiate  Courses  and  of  Sopho- 
mores in  the  Engineering  Course.  Three  hours  a  week,  first  se- 
mester. 

14.  Practical  Economics — Economic  principles  are  reviewed 
with  special  reference  to  practical  affairs  and  problems.  The  text  is 
Ely's  Outlines  of  Economics.  Elective  for  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and 
Seniors.     Three  hours  a  week,  first  semester. 

15.  Trusts  and  Monopolies — The  theory  of  monopoly  and  the 
practical  operation  and  economic  effects  of  trusts  are  made  the 
subject  of  investigation.  The  texts  are  Ely's  Monopolies  and  Trusts 
and  Jenks'  Trust  Problem.  Elective  for  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and 
Seniors.     Three  hours  a  week,  first  semester. 

16.  Labor  Problems — Trades  unions,  employers'  associations, 
strikes,  arbitration,  child  labor,  and  similar  topics  are  considered. 
The  text  is  Adams  and  Sumner's.  Required  of  Sophomores  in  the 
Engineering  Course.  Elective  for  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Sen- 
iors.    Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester. 

17.  Finance  and  Banking — This  course  includes  a  discussion 
of  the  nature  and  origin  of  money,  the  principles  of  finance  and  the 
theory  and  practice  of  banking.  The  text  is  White's  Money  and 
Banking.  Elective  for  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors.  Three 
hours  a  week,  second  semester. 

18.  Economic  History  of  the  United  States — This  course 
describes  the  economic  evolution  of  the  United  States  from  the  agri- 
cultural stage  in  colonial  times  to  the  highly  complex  industrial 
society  of  the  present  time.     The  text  is  Bogart's.     Elective  for 
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Sophomores,   Juniors,   and    Seniors.      Three   hours   a   iveek,   second 
semester. 

19.  Transportation — The  topics  studied  are  the  general  prin- 
ciples of  railway  transportation,  the  history  of  American  railroads, 
the  development  of  organization,  management,  consolidations,  and 
control,  railway  finance  and  rate  making,  state  and  federal  legisla- 
tion, the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission.  The  text  is  Johnson's 
American  Railway  Transportation.  Elective  for  Sophomores. 
Juniors,  and  Seniors.     Three  hours  a  meek,  first  semester. 

EDUCATION. 

Professor  Allen. 

20.  History  of  Education — The  educational  systems  and  ideals 
of  Oriental  and  classical  nations,  of  Mediaeval  Europe  and  of  modern 
times  are  considered  in  their  bearings  on  present  problems.  The 
text  is  Painter's.  Required  of  students  in  the  Teachers'  Course,  first 
year.  Elective  for  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors.  Three  hours 
a  week,  first  semester. 

21.  Principles  of  Pedagogy — The  fundamental  principles  are 
explained  and  illustrated  and  applied  in  a  practical  way  to  the  va- 
rious problems  of  class-room  instruction.  The  texts  are  McMurry's 
General  Method  and  Method  of  the  Recitation.  Required  of  stu- 
dents in  the  Teachers'  Course,  first  year.  Elective  for  Sophomores, 
Juniors,  and  Seniors.     Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester. 

22.  School  Management — The  art  of  teaching  and  school  gov- 
ernment and  discipline,  with  the  practical  application  of  principles 
and  concrete  illustrations,  are  the  subjects  studied.  The  texts  are 
White's  Art  of  Teaching  and  School  Management.  Required  of 
students  in  the  Teachers'  Course,  second  year.  Elective  for  Sopho- 
mores, Juniors,  and  Seniors.     Three  hours  a  week,  first  semester. 

23.  School  Supervision — This  course  is  intended  primarily  for 
those  preparing  for  positions  as  superintendents  or  principals,  but 
will  be  helpful  to  all  teachers.  It  treats  of  school  administration  and 
supervision.  The  text  is  Chancellor's  Our  Schools.  Required  of 
students  in  the  Teachers'  Course,  second  year.  Elective  for  Sopho- 
mores, Juniors,  and  Seniors.     Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester. 
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24.  School  Law  and  Reading  Circle  Text — A  study  of  the 
school  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  is  followed  by  a  thorough  mastery 
of  the  required  Reading  Circle  Text  in  pedagogy.  Required  of  stu- 
dents in  the  Teachers'  Course,  second  year.  Elective  for  Sopho- 
mores, Juniors,  and  Seniors.     Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester. 

ENGLISH. 

Professor  Smith  and  Associate  Professor  Orr. 

25.  Grammar  and  Composition — The  diagram,  analysis,  punc- 
tuation, transposition,  abridging  of  sentences,  inflections,  and  com- 
position constitute  the  work.  The  text  is  Reed  and  Kellogg' s  Higher 
Lessons  in  English.  Required  in  the  first  year  of  the  Preparatory 
and  Teachers'  Courses.     Five  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year. 

26.  Rhetoric  and  Literature — The  fundamental  principles  of 
rhetoric,  supplemented  by  English  classics,  are  studied.  The  text  is 
Kellogg's.  Required  in  the  second  year  of  the  Preparatory  Course. 
Five  hours  a  iveek  throughout  the  year. 

27.  Literature — The  classics  prescribed  by  the  committee  of 
colleges  and  secondary  schools  are  studied.  Required  in  the  third 
year  of  the  Preparatory  Course.  Five  hours  a  iveek  throughout  the 
year. 

28.  Rhetoric — Expression  of  simple,  fluent,  and  forcible  Eng- 
lish is  taught.  Composition,  style,  figures,  and  thought  are  the  main 
subjects.  Genung's  Practical  Elements  and  Hand-Book  are  the 
texts.  Required  of  Freshmen  and  of  students  in  the  Teachers' 
Course,  second  year.     Four  hours  a  week,  first  semester. 

29.  Rhetoric — Essays,  debates,  and  continuation  of  text-book 
study.  Genung's  Practical  Elements  and  Hand-Book  are  the  texts. 
Required  of  Freshmen  and  of  students  in  the  Teachers'  Course, 
second  year.     Four  hours  a  week,  second  semester. 

30.  English  Literature — Chaucer,  Spenser,  Bacon,  Shake- 
speare, Milton,  Dryden,  Addison,  Pope,  Burns,  Goldsmith,  Johnson, 
Scott,  Byron,  Wordsworth,  and  Tennyson  are  studied.  The  text  is 
Painter's.  Required  of  Sophomores  in  the  Classical,  Philosophical, 
and  Literary  Courses  and  of  students  in  the  Teachers'  Course, 
second  year.  Elective  to  students  of  the  Scientific  Course.  Three 
hours  a  week,  first  semester. 

31.  American  Literature — American  authors  will  form  the 
basis  of  this  course.    The  text  is  Painter's.    Required  of  Sophomores 
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in  the  Classical,  Philosophical,  and  Literary  Courses  and  of  students 
in  the  Teachers'  Course,  second  year.  Elective  for  Scientific  stu- 
dents.    Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester. 

32.  English  Poetry — This  course  includes  a  study  of  verse 
structure  and  an  analysis  of  selected  poems ;  also  a  critical  study  of 
the  early  nineteenth  century  poets,  Coleridge,  Scott,  Wordsworth, 
Byron,  Shelley,  Keats.  Required  of  Juniors  in  the  Literary  Course. 
Elective  for  others.     Three  hours  a  week,  -first  semester. 

33.  Shakespeare — A  careful  study  and  analysis  is  made  of 
some  of  Shakespeare's  tragedies  and  comedies.  Others  are  read 
rapidly.  Written  critiques  are  required.  Required  of  Juniors  in  the 
Literary  Course.  Elective  for  others.  Three  hours  a  week,  second 
semester. 

34.  The  Essay — Selected  essays  of  Ruskin,  Emerson,  and 
others  are  made  the  basis  of  the  course.  Collateral  reading  is  re- 
quired of  each  student  and  oral  reports  given  in  class.  Required  of 
Seniors  in  the  Literary  Course.  Elective  for  others.  Three  hours  a 
week,  first  semester. 

35.  The  Novel — The  development  of  the  novel  from  its  earliest 
form  to  that  of  the  modern  short  story  is  traced.  Each  student  is 
required  to  do  a  certain  amount  of  collateral  reading  and  prepare 
written  reviews  and  criticisms.  Required  of  Seniors  in  the  Literary 
Course.     Elective  for  others.     Three  hours  a  zveek,  second  semester. 

36.  Short  Story  Writing — A  careful  study  is  made  of  the 
structure  of  the  short  story  and  much  attention  given  to  the  details 
of  composition  and  to  literary  excellence.  The  text  is  Barrett's 
Short  Story  Writing.  Elective  for  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Se- 
niors.    Three  hours  a  week,  first  semester. 

37.  American  Poetry — A  survey  is  taken  of  the  most  charac- 
teristic works  of  Bryant,  Poe,  Emerson,  Longfellow,  Whittier. 
Holmes,  Lowell,  Whitman,  Lanier,  and  Riley.  Elective  for  Sopho- 
mores, Juniors,  and  Seniors.     Three  hours  a  zveck,  second  semester. 

ETHICS. 

Professor  McChesnky.

Four  hours  a  week  through- 
out the  year. 

40.  Reading  and  Conversation — Reading  and  colloquial  prac- 
tice, with  review  of  grammar,  constitute  the  work  of  the  course.

Elective  for  others.     Three  hours  a  zveek,  first  semester. 

41.  Reading  and  Composition — Reading  and  composition  are 
continued.  The  texts  are  Feval's  La  Fee  des  Greves,  Paillerou's  Le 
Mond  ou  Tou  s'ennuie,  and  Comfort's  French  Prose  Composition. 
Required  of  Sophomores  in  the  Scientific  and  Literary  Courses. 
Elective  for  others.     Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester. 

GEOGRAPHY. 

Professor  Lanning. 

42.  Descriptive  and  Physical — A  thorough  course  in  both 
subjects  is  given.  The  texts  are  Redway  and  Hinman's  Natural 
Advanced  in  Descriptive,  and  Gilbert  and  Brigham's  in  Physical 
Geography.  Required  in  the  second  year  of  the  Preparatory  Course 
and  in  the  Teachers'  Course,  second  year.  Five  hours  a  week,  sec- 
ond semester.

46.  Wieheem  Tele — The  course  offers  drill  work  in  poetry  and 
study  of  the  German  drama.  The  text  is  Lambert's.  Required  of 
Sophomores  in  the  Scientific  and  Literary  Courses  who  have  taken 
but  one  year  of  German  and  in  the  fourth  year  of  the  Preparatory 
Course.     Elective  for  others.     Five  hours  0  week,  second  semester. 

47.  Schiller — Maria  Stuart  is  read,  with  review  of  grammar 
and  history.  The  text  is  Deering's.  Required  of  Freshmen  in  the 
Philosophical,  Scientific,  and  Literary  Courses.  Elective  for  others. 
Four  hours  a  week,  first  semester. 

48.  Heine — Harzreise  and  Poems  are  read,  with  a  study  of 
politics  and  society.  The  text  is  Gregor's.  Required  of  Freshmen  in 
the  Philosophical,  Scientific,  and  Literary  Courses.  Elective  for 
others.     Three  hours  a  week,  first  semester. 

49.  Goethe — Faust,  Part  I,  is  read,  with  a  study  of  its  philos- 
ophy. The  text  is  Thomas.  Required  of  Sophomores  in  the  Philo- 
sophical, Scientific,  and  Literary  Courses.  Elective  for  others. 
Three  hours  a  zceek,  first  semester. 

50.  Goethe — Faust,  Part  II,  is  read,  with  philosophy  and  phi- 
lology. The  text  is  Thomas.  Required  of  Sophomores  in  the  Philo- 
sophical, Scientific,  and  Literary  Courses.  Elective  for  others. 
Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester. 
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GREEK.

51.  Beginning — A  systematic  course  is  given  in  paradigms, 
rules,  and  exercises  in  translation.

53.  Homer — Books  I-III,  scanning,  mythology,  and  syntax  are 
studied.  The  text  is  Kelsey's  Iliad.  One  hour  a  week  is  devoted  to 
the  Greek  New  Testament.  Required  in  the  fourth  year  of  the  Pre- 
paratory Course.  Elective  for  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors 
who  have  had  Beginning  Greek  and  Anabasis.  Five  hours  a  week, 
second  semester. 

54.  Herodotus — Selections  are  read.  Biography  and  history 
are  studied.  Peculiarities  and  syntax  are  dwelt  upon.  The  text  is 
Johnson's.  Required  of  Freshmen  in  the  Classical  Course.  Elective 
for  others.     Four  hours  a  week,  first  semester. 

55.  Memorabilia — The  course  is  introductory  to  the  study  of 
Plato.  Grammatical  drill  and  history  will  be  the  leading  features. 
Required  of  Freshmen  in  the  Classical  Course.  Elective  for  others. 
The  text  is  Winan's.    Four  hours  a  week,  second  semester. 

56.  Plato — The  Apology  and  Crito  continue  the  study  of 
Socrates.  Grecian  Philosophy  is  reviewed.  Required  of  Sophomores 
in  the  Classical  Course.  Elective  for  others.  The  text  is  Dyer's. 
Three  hours  a  week,  first  semester. 

57.  Demosthenes — The  Oration  on  the  Crown  is  studied.  Ora- 
tory, rhetoric,  and  argumentation  are  leading  themes.  Required  of 
Sophomores  in  the  Classical  Course.  Elective  for  others.  The  text 
is  D'Ooge's.     Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester. 
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HEBREW. 

Professor  Jurkat. 

58.  Beginning — A  thorough  drill  is  given  in  etymology,  syntax, 
and  paradigms.  Parts  of  Genesis  are  read.  Elective  for  Sopho- 
mores, Juniors,  and  Seniors.  The  text  is  Harper's  Inductive  Method. 
Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year. 

HI8TORY.

59.  Ancient  and  Medieval — The  work  consists  of  a  thorough 
drill  in  the  leading  facts  and  instruction  in  methods  of  studying 
history.  The  texts  are  Myers'  and  Ledbetter's  Outlines.  Required 
in  the  first  year  of  the  Preparatory  and  Teachers'  Courses.  Five 
hours  a  week,  first  semester. 

60.  Modern  and  American. — Text-book  study  is  supplemented 
by  collateral  reading.  The  texts  are  Myers',  Ledbetter's,  and  Mont- 
gomery's. Required  in  the  first  year  of  the  Preparatory  and  Teach- 
ers' Courses.    Five  hours  a  week,  second  semester. 

61.  Ancient — Ancient  History  is  studied,  closing  with  Charle- 
magne. The  text  is  West.  Required  of  Juniors  in  the  Classical  and 
Philosophical  Courses.  Elective  for  others.  Three  hours  a  week, 
first  semester. 

62.  Modern — Modern  History  is  pursued  with  especial  emphasis 
on  the  French  Revolution.  The  text  is  West.  Required  of  Juniors 
in  the  Classical  and  Philosophical  Courses.

63.  Colonial — Colonial  History  to  the  French  and  Indian  War 
is  studied.

66.  Geographic — The  bearing  of  geography  on  nationality  is 
studied.

69.  Sallust — The  Jugurthine  War  and  Catiline's  Conspiracy 
are  read.  The  texts  are  Coleridge's  and  Herbermann's.  Required 
in  the  third  year  of  the  Preparatory  Course.  Five  hours  a  week, 
first  semester. 

70.  Cicero — The  Orations  against  Catiline  and  the  one  for  Milo 
are  read.  The  text  is  Harper  and  Gallup's.  Required  in  the  third 
year  of  the  Preparatory  Course.  Five  hours  a  week,  second  se- 
mester. 

71.  Vergil — The  ^Eneid  and  Mythology  form  the  basis  of  the 
course.  The  text  is  Harper  and  Miller's.  Required  in  the  fourth 
year  of  the  Preparatory  Course.

74.  Livy — The  transition  from  the  Golden  to  the  Silver  Age  is 
studied.  Selections  from  Book  XXI  are  read.  The  text  is  Capes 
and  Melhuish.  Required  of  Freshmen  in  the  Classical  and  Philo- 
sophical Courses.  Elective  for  others.  Four  hours  a  week,  second 
semester. 

75.  Quintiuan — Book  X  of  the  Institutio  Oratoria  is  studied 
as  an  example  of  the  Latin  of  the  Silver  Age,  and  for  its  practical 
and  inspiring  suggestions  for  oratorical  training.  The  text  is  Frieze. 
Elective  for  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors.  Three  hours  a  iveek, 
second  semester. 

76.  Horace — Copious  selections  from  the  Odes,  Satires,  and 
Epistles  are  made  the  basis  for  a  study  of  Latin  poetry.  The  text  is 
Chase  and  Stuart's.  Elective  for  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors. 
Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester. 

yy.  Tacitus — The  Life,  of  Agricola,  with  its  moral  and  civic 
lessons,  the  history  of  Britain  under  the  Romans,  and  the  history  of 
Germany  are  the  subjects  of  study.  The  text  is  Allen's.  Elective 
for  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors.  Three  hours  a  week,  first 
semester. 

78.  Juvenal — The  origin,  development,  and  purpose  of  the 
satire,  and  the  morals  and  customs  of  the  Romans  under  the  Empire 
are  studied.  The  text  is  Lindsay's.  Elective  for  Sophomores, 
Juniors,  and  Seniors.     Three  hours  a  week,  first  semester. 

79.  Plautus — The  Captivi  and  Trinummus  are  read.  The  text 
is  Morris'.  Elective  for  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors.  Three 
hours  a  week,  first  semester. 

80.  Martial — Selected  epigrams  are  read.  The  text  is  Post's. 
Elective  for  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors.  Three  hours  a  week, 
second  semester. 

81.  Terence — The  Phormio  is  read.  The  text  is  Bond  and 
Walpole's.  Elective  for  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors.  Three 
hours  a  Zi'eek,  -first  semester. 

82.  Catulus — Selected  poems  are  read.  The  text  is  Simpson's. 
Elective  for  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors.  Three  Jiours  a  week, 
second  semester. 
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83.  Pliny — Selected  letters  are  read.  The  text  is  Merrill's. 
Preston  and  Dodge's  Private  Life  of  the  Romans  is  studied.  Elect- 
ive for  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors.  Three  hours  a  week, 
second  semester. 

LOGIC.

85.  Arithmetic — A  systematic  course  is  given  in  general  and 
practical  principles.  The  text  is  White's  Complete  Arithmetic.  Re- 
quired in  the  first  year  of  the  Preparatory  and  Teachers'  Courses. 
Five  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year. 

86.  Algebra — This  course  is  for  beginners.  The  text  is  Went- 
worth's Elementary  Algebra.  Required  in  the  second  year  of  the 
Preparatory  Course.     Five  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year. 

87.  Algebra — This  course  is  advanced  work,  beginning  with 
quadratics  and  completing  Wentworth's  Elementary  Algebra.  Re- 
quired in  the  third  year  of  the  Preparatory  Course.  Five  hours  a 
week,  first  semester. 

88.  Geometry — Plane  Geometry,  giving  work  in  theorems  and 
original  exercises,  is  begun.  The  text  is  Wentworth's.  Required  in 
the  third  year  of  the  Preparatory  Course.  Five  hours  a  week,  sec- 
ond semester. 

89.  Geometry — Plane  Geometry  is  completed,  and  Solid  Geom- 
etry taken  up  and  finished.  The  text  is  Wentworth's.  Required  in 
the  fourth  year  of  the  Preparatory  Course.  Five  hours  a  week 
throughout  the  year. 

90.  Algebra — This  is  an  advanced  course  in  Algebra,  in  which 
the  chief  topics  are  progressions,  permutations  and  combinations, 
probability,  complex  numbers,'  theory  of  equations,  determinants  and 
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infinite  series.     The  text  is   Wentworth's.     Required  of  Freshmen. 
Four  hours  a  week,  first  semester. 

91.  Trigonometry — Trigonometric  functions  are  studied  with 
respect  to  their  relation  to  the  solution  of  the  triangle,  both  plane 
and  spherical.  Practical  problems  are  given ;  also  problems  in  sur- 
veying, navigation,  and  astronomy.  The  text  is  Wentworth's.  Re- 
quired of  Freshmen.     Four  hours  a  week,  second  semester. 

92.  Analytical  Geometry — Rectilinear  and  polar  coordinates, 
with  their  applications  to  the  point,  line,  circle,  conic  sections,  and 
higher  plane  curves  are  studied.  The  text  is  Smith  and  Gales'  Ele- 
ments. Required  of  Sophomores  in  the  Scientific  and  Engineering 
Courses.     Elective   for  others.     Four  hours  a  week,  first  semester. 

93.  Surveying — Much  time  is  given  to  field  work,  involving  the 
use  of  chain,  compass,  transit,  and  level.  Systematic  and  accurate 
field  notes  are  required.  Required  of  Sophomores  in  the  Scientific 
and  Engineering  Courses.  Elective  for  others.  Four  hours  a  week. 
second  semester. 

94.  Calculus — The  course  comprises  both  differential  and  in- 
tegral calculus,  with  their  applications  to  physical  and  kindred  prob- 
lems. The  text  is  Granvill's.  Required  of  Sophomores  in  the  Engi- 
neering Course.  Elective  for  others.  Four  hours  a  week  throughout 
the  year. 

MUSIC. 

Professor  Russell. 

95.  Elective  Music — Elective  work  in  music  to  the  amount  of 
eighteen  credits  will  be  counted  toward  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree. 
One  lesson  a  week  for  one  semester  constitutes  the  work  required 
for  one  credit.  Students  electing  music  must  pay  the  usual  fees  for 
lessons  in  music  in  addition  to  their  regular  tuition  fees.  This 
course  is  open  to  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors.  See  the  De- 
partment of  Music  for  the  nature  of  the  work  offered. 

ORATORY.

96.  Elective  Oratory — Elective  work  in  oratory  to  the  amount 
of  eighteen  credits  will  be  counted  toward  the  Bachelor  of  Arts 
degree.

98.  General  Psychology — An  introductory  course  in  psychol- 
ogy is  given.  James'  Briefer  Course  is  the  text.  Required  of 
Juniors  and  of  students  in  the  Teachers'  Course,  second  year.  Three 
hours  a  week,  first  semester. 

99.  Advanced  Psychology — Elective  work  is  offered  to  all  who 
have  taken  General  Psychology.  The  texts  are  Judd's,  Davis',  and 
Porter's.  Required  of  Seniors  in  the  Philosophical  Course.  Elective 
for  Juniors  and  Seniors.     Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester. 

PHYSICS. 

Professors  Palmer  and  Lanning. 

100.  Elementary  Physics — The  fundamental  principles,  with 
laboratory  work,  are  presented.  The  text  is  Carhart  and  Chute's. 
Required  in  the  fourth  year  of  the  Preparatory  Course  and  in  the 
Teachers'  Course,  first  year.     Five  hours  a  week,  first  semester. 

101.  General  Physics — Mechanics,  heat,  electricity,  sound,  and 
light  are  the  topics  studied.  Lectures  are  given,  and  laboratory  work 
required.  The  text  is  Gage's  Principles  of  Physics.  Required  of 
Sophomores.     Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year. 

102.  Advanced  Physics — The  course  consists  of  recitations  and 
lectures.  The  text  is  Miller's.  Elective  for  all  who  have  completed 
General  Physics.     Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year. 
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POLITICAL  SCIENCE. 

Professor  Allen. 

103.  United  States  Government— The  Federal  Constitution  is 
made  the  basis  for  a  study  of  American  civil  government.  The 
text  is  Andrews'  Manual  of  the  Constitution.  Required  in  the  second 
year  of  the  Preparatory  and  Teachers'  Courses.  Five  hours  a  week, 
first  semester. 

104.  Municipal  Government — This  course  embraces  a  com- 
parative study  of  the  organization  and  administration  of  city  govern- 
ment in  Europe  and  the  United  States.  The  texts  are  Shaw  and 
Goodnow's.  Elective  for  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors.  Three 
hours  a  zceek,  first  semester. 

105.  Party  Government — This  course  takes  up  the  study  of  the 
party  system  in  the  United  States,  its  origin,  theory,  and  develop- 
ment. The  text  is  Macy's.  Elective  for  Sophomores,,  Juniors,  and 
Seniors.     Three  hours  a  zveek,  second  semester. 

106.  Comparative  Government — This  course  embraces  a  dis- 
cussion of  the  general  principles  of  jurisprudence  and  politics,  the 
various  theories  of  the  State,  the  growth  of  governments,  their 
present  tendencies  and  international  relations.  The  text  is  Wilson's 
The  State.  Elective  for  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors.  Three 
hours  a  zeeek,  first  semester. 

107.  International  Law — The  origin,  progress,  and  principles 
of  International  Law  are  studied,  illustrated,  and  thoroughly  dis- 
cussed. The  text  is  Davis'  Elements.  Elective  for  Sophomores, 
Juniors,  and  Seniors.     Three  hours  a  zveek,  second  semester. 

108.  International  Politics — The  subject  is  studied  with  spe- 
cial reference  to  the  relations  of  the  United  States  to  other  nations. 
The  text  is  Coolidge's  The  United  States  as  a  World  Power.  Elect- 
ive for  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors.  Three  hours  a  zeeek.  first 
semester. 

SOCIOLOGY. 

Professor  Allen. 

109.  General  Sociology — A  careful  study  of  social  evolution, 
-  cialization,  social  control,  and  social  ideals  is  followed  by  an  in- 
vestigation of  social  pathology,  including  poverty,  crime,  and  social 
degeneration,  with  special  attention  to  the  amelioration  of  social  con- 
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ditions.  The  text  is  Blackmar's  Elements.  Required  of  Seniors. 
Three  hours  a  zveek,  second  semester. 

no.  Social  Psychology — The  phenomena  presented  by  collect- 
ive knowing,  feeling,  and  willing,  and  the  psychology  of  the  crowd 
are  studied.  The  text  is  Ross'  Social  Psychology.  Elective  for  Soph- 
omores, Juniors,  and  Seniors.     Three  hours  a  week,  first  semester. 

in.  Socialism — A  study  of  the  spirit  and  meaning  of  the  move- 
ment and  a  careful  consideration  of  the  arguments  for  and  against 
socialistic  proposals  constitute  the  work.  The  texts  are  Kirkup's 
Inquiry  into  Socialism  and  History  of  Socialism.  Elective  for  Soph- 
omores, Juniors,  and  Seniors.    Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester. 

112.  Social  Problems — The  problems  of  population,  immigra- 
tion, growth  of  cities,  wealth  and  poverty,  marriage  and  divorce,  and 
others  will  receive  careful  attention.  Various  texts  are  used.  Elect- 
ive for  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors.

COLLEGIATE,    ENGINEERING,    TEACHERS'    AND    PREPARA- 
TORY  DEPARTMENTS. 

The  fee  for  instruction  in  the  Collegiate,  Engineering, 
Teachers'  and  Preparatory  Departments  is  eighteen  dollars 
per  semester,  payable  upon  the  opening  day.  This  includes 
a  tuition  fee  of  fifteen  dollars  and  a  contingent  fee  of  three 
dollars.  The  graduation  and  diploma  fee,  payable  with 
tuition  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester  of  the  last 
year  of  the  course,  is  five  dollars.  The  laboratory  fee  in 
Chemistry  is  three  dollars  per  semester,  the  breakage  deposit 
three  dollars  in  General  Chemistry  and  five  dollars  in  Elect- 
ive Chemistry.  After  breakage  has  been  deducted,  the  re- 
mainder will  be  returned.  The  laboratory  fees  in  Biology, 
Botany,  and  Physics  are  three  dollars  per  semester. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  ORATORY. 

The  tuition  fee  in  Oratory  is  ninety  cents  a  lesson  for 
twelve  lessons,  one  dollar  for  single  lessons,  and  three  dol- 
lars for  twelve  lessons  of  class  work.  A  contingent  fee 
of  one  dollar  per  semester  is  required  of  all  students  who 
have  not  paid  the  three-dollar  contingent  fee  in  some  other 
department  of  the  College.

The  rates  of  tuition  in  Music  are  eleven  dollars  per 
semester  for  one  lesson  a  week  in  Piano  or  in  Voice  Cul- 
ture, six  dollars  for  one  lesson  a  week  in  Harmony,  thirteen 
dollars  per  semester  for  one  lesson  a  week  in  Violin,  and 
nine  dollars  per  semester  for  one  lesson  a  week  in  Cornet. 
A  contingent  fee  of  one  dollar  per  semester  is  required  of 
all  students  in  Music  who  have  not  paid  the  three-dollar 
contingent  fee  in  some  other  department  of  the  College.
